QUEENS BOROUGH POPULATION 
1,082,212; GAIN OF.130 PCT. 


Movement te Cheaper and Airier 
Apartments Given as Cause 
for Big Growth. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 2.—New York 
apartment dwellers, searching for 
cheaper, airier living spaces away 
from Marghattan dust, more than 
doubled the population of Queens 
—borough of homes—in the last 
10 years, census figures disclosed 
today. 

Complete figures show Queens, 
largest in area and fastest growing 
of New York’s five boroyghs, has 
a population of 1,082,212, an in- 
crease of 613,170. or 130 per cent 
compared to 1920. It now tops 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Pittsburg and 
San Francisco. 

The increase is attributed main- 
ly to a shift in population from the 
city’s heavily congested districts. 


POPE’S. TOBACCO DUTY FREE 


Same Privilege for Cardinals Under 
Vatican State Law. 
By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, June 2.—The 
Pope will receive tobacco for his 
personal use duty free, according to 
the laws on salt and tobacco pro- 
mulgated today. These same priv- 
ilege is extended to Cardinals who 
live in Vatican City. 

The laws, which are the first to 
be put into effect for Vatican City, 
establish a tax of 75 per cent duty 
on tobacco for all residents of the 
Papal State and prohibit exporta- 
tion.

STOCKHOLM, June 2. — The 
Swedish Cabinet resigned today as 
a consequence of the Government's

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The 
successful candidacy of Secretary 
of Labor James J. Davis, big 
Moose man of the United States, 
for the Republican nomination for 
the Senate in the recent Pennsyl- 
vania primaries was taken out of 
the piker class on the showing 
made by his campaign treasurer 
today before the Senate Campaign 
Funds Investigating Committee. 

Davis testified some time ago 
to a personal expenditure of only 
about $10,000, which made his 
campaign seem a poverty-stricken 
affair in comparison with “Old 
Joe” Grundy’s, which cost some 
$338,000. Today it was shown that 
at least $370,000 was spent on be- 
half of the ticket headed by the 
Secretary of Labor. 

Called back to the stand after 
this sum had been arrived at, 
, Davis protested to the committee 
that it ought to take account of 
the fact that seven candidates were 
on the Davis ticket, including the 
candidate for the governorship, 
Francis S. Brown, who was de- 
feated by Gifford Pinchot. 

Suggests Division by 7. 

Davis said the total spent was 
more than he had thought. He 
said that ‘‘very little’ was spent 
on his own behalf. Answering a 
question by Chairman Nye, he sug- 
gested that it would be. agreeable 
to him if the committee would 
divide the total by seven in esti- 
mating the cost of his campaign. 
The committee didn’t indicate 
whether it would do this. 

The $370,000 is obviously not the 
whole sum. spent for the Davis- 
Brown ticket. It is merely all that 
the committee uncovered from the 
Sworn statements of various treas- 
urers. Local expenses in a large 
block of the 67 counties of the 
State remained unaccounted for. 

In going over the accounts for 
Western Pennsylvania, the com- 
mittee found a new name to add 
to the list of the nation’s most 
generous campaign “angels.” The 
name was that of Walter A. Bon- 
itz, fire brick manufacturer of 
Pittsburg. He gave $96,750 to the 
Davis-Brown managers. 

$15,000 From the Mellons. 

The interesting fact also was un- 
earthed that Mellon money—$5000 
from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, $5000 from R. B. Mellon and 
$5000 from W. L. Mellon—helped 
to nominate Davis for the United 
States Senate, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Mellons were plugging 
for Grundy. 

This paradozical state of affairs 
was due to the Mellons’ support 
of Brown for the Governorship. Ac- 
cording to the testimony, they gave 
the money to aid Brown, but. it 
went into the common pot dis- 
bursed by Treasurer Samuel M. 
Vauclain for the Brown-Davis tic- 
ket. 

The records also showed the Mel- 
lons, with respect to the Brown 
candidacy, lying in the same politi- 
cal bed with their foe, Boss Vare of 
Philadelphia. Vare was another 
$5000 contributor to the Davis- 
Brown pot. 

The Davis-Brown figures raised 
the known total cost of the recent 
primary to a sum close to $1,000,- 
900. This includes the Grundy out- 
lay and the $200,000 shown to have 
been disbursed for the wet Bohlen- 
Phillips ticket. 

Davis-Brown Ticket Figures. 

For the Davis-Brown ticket, 
there were separate expenditures in 
round figures as follows: 

By a state-wide committee, of 
which the treasurer was Vauclain, 
Chairman of the Board of the Bald 
win Locomotive Works, $131,000. 

By Davis himself, $10,000. 

By a Philadelphia city advisory 
cnnsaitbln, $62,500. 

By the Committee of Allegheny 
County, of which Pittsburg is a 
part, $38,500. 

« By an organization of 17 coun- 
ties in Western Pennsylvania, out- 
side of Allegheny, $77,500. 

The witnesses agreed that it had 
been a good, clean primary, con- 
ducted at less than the usual cost, 

Vauclain was asked whether his 
disbursements covered the cost of 
the Davis-Brown campaign in 
Philadelphia. 

“No,” he said. 

“philadelphia was able to take 
care of itself.” 

The cost of “watchers,” he said, 
was also an additional item of ex- 
pense, taken care of in the counties 
themselves. 

“Do you think a limit should be 
placed on campaign expenditures?” 
Vauciain was asked. 

“Ty am not in favor of the proper 
persons being restricted,”” he re- 
plied.

FIVE OTHER MURDERS 
OVER WEEK-END 


Two Slain on Street, Kid- 
naped Victim Found in 
Alley, Gambler’s Body 
Picked Up on Road, An- 
other Taken From Lake. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—Eight killed 
and six wounded in gang attacks 
over the week-end today started 
Chicago on a genera). search for 
machine gunners. Police believe 


{the killings presage a new beer 


war and they are taking every pre- 
caution to prevent retaliation for 
the murders. 

Three gangsters were killed early 
Sunday morning as they sat at a 
table in a roadhouse at Fox Lake, 
a resort north of Chicago. In the 
same attack, George Druggan, 
brother of Terry, and Mrs. Vivian 
Ponic McGinnis, wife of an attor- 
ney, were wounded. The shots 
cams through windows, and the 
slayers escaped. 

About the same time, three meu 
were wounded by machine gun fire 
on North Clark street, near the 
near the garage where seven Moran 
gangsters were lined up and shot 
down a year ago last St. Valentine’s 
day. One of these three died a 
short time later. 

Saturday one man was killed and 
two were wounded in an attack on 
the southwest side. One of the 
wounded was a boy, who was 
struck by a stray bullet. The dead 
man was Philip Gnolfo, reputed 
professional killer, who was slain 
in his car as it ran over the curb- 
ing into a show window. 

Kidnapping Victim Slain. 

The last killing was that of an 
unidentified kidnaping victim, 
whose body was found early today 
propped against a bank building in 
an alley. 

A puzzling angle of the Fox Lake 
murders was the fact that all three 
gangsters slain and one of the 
wounded were members or leaders 
of separate gangs. Mrs. McGinnis’ 
husband . declared she was seated 
at another table with Druggan, 
whom she had known since child- 
hood. 

James Good, Negro gambler of 
Gary, was found in a wood near a 
Chicago suburb today, shot to 
death with eight bullets. The po- 
lice said he had last been seen at 
a Gary gambling resort Saturday 
night. 

The eighth victim of gang vio- 
lence was washed up by Lake 
Michigan, near Whiting, Ind., on 
the outskirts of Chicago. The body 
has not been identified, but bears 
marks of violence. 

Yesterday’s first shooting took 
place at 1 a.m. at a resort hotel at 
Fox Lake. The victims were seated 
at a table on a glass-inclosed porch. 
Without warning, the machine-gun 
attack was opened on them from 
outside, the bullets crashing 
through glass. : 

List of the Dead. 

The dead: Michael Quirk and 
Sam Pellar, West Side gangsters, 
and Joseph Bertsche, whose broth- 
er, Barney, had been regarded a 
leader in North Side gang life. 

George Druggan was wounded 
severaly. Blood transfusion was 
resorted to in an effort to save his 
life. Mrs. McGinnis also is in pre- 
carious condition. 

The second attack was conduct- 
ed in the gang manner, machine 
guns blazing from a passing motor 
car which sped away. Tony Torna- 
tore, Joseph Ferrari and Minis- 
tero, none of whom has any par- 
ticular gang record, police said, 
were shot. Ministero died. 

The body of the kidnaping. vic- 
tim indicated the man had been 
slain about 12 hours before. The 
body, however, was not in the al- 
ley half an hour before it was dis- 
covered, according to a bank 
watchman. The body lay on a 
piece of carpet on which it hdd 
been dragged some distance, prob- 
ably from an automobile. A belt 
was around the chest, drawn 
tightly under the armpits, and the 
killers are thought to have used it 
in pulling the body to the place 
where it was found.

of Carlton Trachte by 
Mrs. Loretta Byrne. 


BOND CONTINUED TILL 
GRAND JURY INQUIRY 


Inquest Action Follows Wi- 
dow’s Testimony That 
Her Husband Beat His 


Sister Severely. 


The killing of Cariton Trachte. 
by his sister, Mrs. Loretta Byrne, 
who shot him in the head at his 
home, 6048 Harney avenue, was 
justifiable homicide, a Coroner’s 
jury decided today. 

The verdict was based on the 
testimony of Trachte’s widow, Mrs. 
Melba Trachte, who said her hus-, 
band gave Mrs. Byrne a severe 
beating when the latter took the 
wife’s part in a household quarrel 
Saturday afternoon. 

Mrs. Byrne's $10, 000 bond, on 
which she was released from cus- 
tody yesterday, will be continued 
until after the case has been pre- 
sented to the grand jury. 

Trachte, a machinist, was 29 
years old and the father of three 
children. He died at City Hospi- 
tal Saturday night. His sister and 
her husband, Harry J. Byrne, live 
at 5650 Eellrung place. 

An important difference 0c- 
curred in the testimony, as com- 
pared with the account of the af- 
fair obtained by the police Satur- 
day night. The police version was 
that, after being beaten by her 
brother, Mrs. Byrne went to her 
home, got a revolver, and returned 
and shot Trachte. Today, Mrs. 
Trachte and a neighbor testified 
that Mrs. Byrne did not leave the 
house, but fired the shot immedi- 
ately after the beating. Mrs. 
Trachte said the revolver, which 
belonged to the Byrnes, was bor- 
rowed from them several weeks 
ago, and had been in the Trachte 
home since. 

Mrs. Trachte, 26 years old, wear- 


jing a blue and white summer dress, 
‘|was the chief 


witness, as Mrs. 
|Byrne, on her lawyer's advice, did 
not testify. Mrs. Byrne, 32, wore 
@ dark blue costume, and sat with 
downturned eyes, during the short 
hearing and at her own formal ap- 
pearance on the witness stand, 
The Widow’s Testimony. 

“My sister-in-law came to our 
house Saturday afternoon,” Mrs. 
Trachte said. “My husband and I 
were talking about storing a chif- 
forobe belonging to my sister. Carl- 
ton said he didn’t want anything in 
our house that didn’t belong to us. 
Mrs. Byrne said to him, ‘Don’t be 
so hateful, Carlton; you ought to 
help those people.’ He told her to 
keep out of his business. 

“One word led to another, and 
my husband ordered his sister out 
of the house, and put her out, on 
the back porch, choking and beat- 
ing her. He threw her down, and 
I tried tc pull him away, and part- 
ly succeeded. 

“The Téevolver, which belongs to 
Mr. Byrne, was in the buffet draw- 
er. I had borrowed it for protec- 
tion at a time when my husband 
‘was away. My husband took it 
from the drawer, and said, ‘I'll fix 
you right now.’ 

“We two (women) scuffled 
with him for the gun. Mrs. Byrne 
got it, and I tried to get it away 
from her. While we were scuf- 
fling, she fired it. I don’t know 
whether he was advancing on her’ 
at the time or not. She left the 
house before I found out that my 
husband was seriously wounded.” 

Police Find a Still, 

Policemen, after being called to 
the: Trachte home, went to Mrs.

Three Deep Breaths and R. 
H. (Bob) White Pays 
With Life for Murder. of 
Louis Lavell at Elko.

CARSON CITY, Nev., June 2.— 
R. H. (Bob) White, gambler, was 
executed this morning in the lethal 
gas chamber at the Nevada State 
prison here. He had been con- 
victed on circumstantial evidence | 
of the murder of Louis Lavell, also 
a gambler. 

White was taken into the stone 
chamber he.helped build—an air- 
tight room nine feet long by eight 
wide and seven high—and strapped 
into a chair. He smiled and nod- 
ded to persons peering through a 
window. There were 63 witnesses, 
including two women. 

Before the chair stood a two-gal- 
lon crock containing a quart of 
sulphuric acid and half a gallon 
of water. A string extending into 
the next room was pulled, opening 
@ container, dropping nearly a 
dozen one-ounce “eggs” of cyanide 
of potassium into the acid solution. 
Deadly gas fumed up almost imme- 
diately. | 

White nodded again as the gas 
started to come up. Then he took 
a deep breath. He leaned back 
easily. At the third breath his head 
fell back. His arms and body 
twitched as in a convulsion, then 
were still. 

The gas was turned on at 
4:37% a.m. White's heart stopped 
beating for 10 seconds at 4:39% 
and natural breathing stopped at 
4:39%. After a lapse of 10 sec- 
onds the heart started again, but 
stopped completely at 4:47—nine 
and a half minutes from the time 
the gas was turned on.

Ed Mays, president and princi- 
pal owner of the Grand National 
Bank, announced today that he 
would propose to his associates that 
the bank go out of business and 
that a new. bank be organized to 
take over the business of the de- 
pository which was looted May 25 
in a $1,000,000 deposit vault bur- 
glary. \ 

The new bank would be known 


as the Continental National Bank. 
Mays said; and would have the 
same officers as the Grand Na- 
tional Bank, including Gifford J. 
Herbert, who was reinstated toda. 
as cashier and director followin:: 
his resignation Friday. 

Mays declined to state what the 
capital of the new bank would be 
or the expected source of the new 
funds. He said the old bank would 
be liquidated in time, but that for 
the present the $700,000 .capitc! 
and $350,000 surplus would be le.t 
intact so that any claims which 
might be made as the result cf 
customers’ losses tn the burglary 
would be made against the Grand 
National Bank and not against the 
new bank. 

“We don’t want our customers to 
be disturbed if the newspapers 
print stories about somebody's fil- 
ing suit against the old bank,’ 
Mays declared. 

To Discuss Plan Today. 

The proposed reorganization 
plan will be discussed at a direc- 
tora’ meeting today, and applica- 
tion for a charter probably will be 
made in the near future to the 
Comptroller of Currency at Wash- 
ington, Mays said. The new 
banking rooms designed for the 
Grand National Bank and nearing 
completion in the Continental Life 
Insurance Building at 3617 Olite 
street would be taken over by the 
new depository. Mays is also pres- 
ident and principal owner of the 
Continental Life Insurance Co., 
which owns the building. 

Mays estimated that about 60 
days would be required to organ- 
ize the new bank and put it in 
operation. 

Mays also announced the rein- 
statement of Herbert, the cashier, 
and William A. Brittin, vault cus- 
todian, and the dismissal of Max 
Seufert, private watchman. Eer- 
bert resigned and Brittin was dis- 
charged because théy had been re- 
quired by police to furnish $50,- 
000 bail each, pending investiga- 
tion of the burglary. 

Why Mays Fired Watchman. 

“Herbert and Brittin were re- 
moved because we didn’t want to 
do a single thing to interfere with 
the Police Department,” Mays eatd. 
“These boys are from Arkansas and 
we have confidence in them. The 
bank has been criticised as having 
too many people from Arkansas. 
I have known these men for years. 
I used to sleep with Herbert back 
in 1907 and I have utmost confi- 
dence in both of them.

Lanstra, 24. They had been sent 
out yesterday morning to look for 
an automobile which had run 
down Mrs. Ina Piasco, 56, of High- 
land Park, on East Jefferson ave- 
nue near what is known as the 
principal route for liquor-running 
automobiles.

Attorney-General Shartel Says 
Fee Should Be Collected 
on Water Power. 


By the Associated Press. 

BIG SPRING STATE PARK, 
} June 2.—The next Missotri Legis- 
lature should pass laws requiring 
an annual rental fee from the 
‘utility companies that are using 
the Ozark streams for water pow- 
er, Attorney-General Shartel said 
here yesterday as the principal 
speaker on the program dedicating 
Big Spring State Park and formal- 
ly opening the vacation season in 
the Missouri Ozarks. 

Praising the State Park system 
and the work done by the Missouri 
Game and Fish Department in es- 
tablishing the parks and game pre- 
serves, the Attorney-General said 
the Ozark region was one of the 
State’s greatest assets and urged 
that it be further improved aS’ a 
vacation land. 

Pointing out that the only 
source of revenue to the Game and 
Fish Department for this work was 
from the sale of hunting and fish- 
ing licenses, Attorney-General] 
Shartel said the Legislature should 
provide it with larger appropria- 
tions. 

“Big utility companies are now 
coming into Missouri, damning up 
some of our most beautiful Ozark 
streams and building tremendous 
electrical power plants,” he said. 
“In return for these valuable rights 
that are being taken from the peo- 
ple, these companies must be com- 
pelled to pay a reasonable yearly 
rental to the State, and this reve- 
nue should go for the improve- 
ment of the Ozarks. This revenue 
may amount to several hundred 
thousand dollars a year.” 

Attorney-General Shartel said

June 2.—Point- 
ing te four lynchings in the South 
in as many weeks, the commission 
on Interracial Co-operation in a 
statement issued yesterday placed 
responsibility for the mob violence 
on “official neglect and local re- 
ligious indifference.”

convinced the commission that

determine to do so, and in the 
meaatime cannot escape definite 
responsibility.”’ 

“Practically every lynching 
means that some officer has neg- 
lected his duty or surrendered to 
the mob,” the statement continued. 
“Reasonable vigilance would have 
prevented most of them.

15 SEAMEN DROWNED 
WHEN SHIPS COLLIDE 


Swedish Steamer Sinks in En- 
glish Channel After Crash 
in Fog. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, England, June 2. 
—Fifteen men are thought to have 
lost their lives in a collision be- 
tween the Swedish steamer Inger 
and the Italian motorship Literno 
yesterday. The Iger was sunk 
with but three of its crew of 18 be- 
ing saved. 

The two ships came together in 
a thick fog in the English Chan- 
nel near Beachy Head. One of the 
three survivors, a Swede named 
Lindfors, said the ship began to 
fill immediately after it was struck 
amidships and listed so quickly 
that it was impossible to launch 
boats. 

The Inger, which was bound 
from Swansea to Sweden with a 
cargo of coal sank in about 10 
minutes. The Literno was damaged 
in the bows but proceeded to 
Dover without assistance. It 
came from Copenhagen. The colli- 
sion occurred during a heavy fog. 
Two of the three survivors were 
picked up by the Literno and an- 
other rescued from an overturned 
boat by a lifeboat. A fourth was 
picked up dead. There was no 
trace of the other 14 seamen.

CANNON IS LIKELY 
TO GET OFF EASY 
IN LOBBY INQUIRY 


Quorum Is Necessary to 
Force Him to Answer 
and Only Two Commit- 
teemen Are Available.

Regarding the argument, Sena- 
tor Walsh today pointed out that

elected. Indeed, this position 
formed almost the entire basis of 
the committee’s prolonged grilling 
of Henry Curran, head of the As- 
sociation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment.

NUMEROUS FOR 
PAST TWO WEEKS 
AT FAIRMOUNT 


The defeat of favorites in the 
races at Fairmount has happened 
with such regularity for two meeks 
that past performance records 
have come to mean little in fur-

The 
winner was Cog-Air, and the sec- 
ond horse was Nellie Custis. If 
ever a horse was badly beaten it 
was Star o’ Morn. The odds 
against him were 15 to 1, 

Turns Tables on His Conquerors. 

Then, on Friday,“he was entered 
in the Decoration Day Handicap. 
His rivals were Cog-Air and Nellie 
Custis, the very horses that, had 
given him so bad a beating four 
days before. But, in some manner 
or other, Star o' Morn reversed 
his field, ran the legs off both 
Cog-Air and Nellie Custis and won 
the race going away. 

Cog-Air, in beating Star O’Morn 
so badly on Monday,,. ran the six 
furlongs in 1:11 4-5. On Friday, 
Star O’Morn won in exactly the 
same time. In one race he wouldn't 
or c@uldn't run, and in his second 
race he couldn’t do anything but 
win. It was a very puzzling form 
reversal. 

Almost every handicapper in the 
country picked Easter Stockings as 
the best bet of the day to win the 
Mid-West Handicap on Saturday. 
Her rivals didn’t seem to class with 
her at all, especially since she was 
coming off a really fine race at 
Churchill Downs. There she had 
beaten Toro, Pigeon Hole, Whisk- 
ery and a lot of other really high- 
class horses at a mile and an 
eighth. Here, she was installed a 
one to two favorite and she wound 
up in the sack, a bad third. Chic- 
lero was the winner. 

While it is true that Chiclero 
must be ranked. with the best of 
the second class of 
horses, he has no right whatever 
to beat Haster Stockings if the 
mare is permitted to run her race. 

Such form reversals give rise to 
ugly rumors at the track. Long- 
priced winners may create @ lot of 
momentary excitement, but incon- 
sistent performances tend to upset 
the confidence of the race- -going 
public.

Over 45 Per Cent of Republican Editors Are 
Opposed to Measure, North American 
Review Finds,

NEW YORK, June 2.—Strong 
sentiment against the Hawley- 


Smoot tariff bill is indicated 
by a poll of daily newspaper 
editors taken by the North 
American Review, results of which 
are announced by Kenneth W. 
Payne,. editorial director, Three 
out of every four newspapers re- 
plying to the questionnaire oppove 
the bill, and virtually all the op- 
posing papers specifically men- 
tloned schedules considered bur- 
densome and unfair to the Ameri- 
can consumer, Sugar led the Hist 
of opposed schedules, with wool, 
lumber, cement, hides, leather and 
shoes close behind, 

Answers were received from 345 
daily newspapers of all shades of 
political opinion. The tabulation 
follows: 

1. Do you believe that enact- 
ment of the Hawley-Smoot bill 
with approximately its present 
schedules is to the best interests 
of the American people? Yes 86, 
No, 240, Undecided 19. 

2. Do you believe that our for- 
eign trade will fall off if this tar- 
iff bill becomes law? Yes 220, No 
61, | 

3. Do you believe that farmers 
in general will benefit under the 
Hawley-Smoot bill if it is enacted 
in approximately its present form? 
Yes 74, No 210. 

4. Do you believe that the long 
discussion of the bill in Congress 
has had an adverse e.‘ect on 
American business and prosperity? 
Yes 216, No 63. 


Change in Public View. 


The poll of the daily ne wspa- 
per editors was supplemented by a 
study of the editorial articles in 
leading newspaperg which did not 
reply to the questionnaire, so that 
the opinion of approximately half 
the 1000 daily newspapers of the 
country are represented in a sur- 
vey made by William O: Scroggs, 
economist and tariff and foreign 
trade expert. 

“This vote shows that a great 
change has taken place in the tem- 
per of the country toward the tariff 
within the last few months,” says 
Scroggsin in an article for the 
July number of the Review. “Aft- 
er months of apathy the public 
finally began to show av increasing 
interest and this was anything but 
friendly to the measure, 

“In every section of the country 
editorial opinion was overwhelm- 
ingly against the bill. In New En- 
gland, once the very citadel of pro. 
tectionism, 81 per cent of the vot- 
ing editors were against it; in the 
Middle Atlantic States the propor- 
tion was 79 per cent; in the Middle- 
Western States it was 67 per cent, 
in South and Southwest, a Demo- 
cratic stronghold, it was 88 per 
cent, and in the Pacific States 59 
per cent. 

“The editors were asked to state 
the political leaning of their pa- 
pers. The surprising thing is that 
nearly one-half of the Republican 
and independent Republican papers 
were recorded in opposition. Threw 
out of four editors of independent 
newspapers opposed. If, therefore, 


we disregard the Democratic edi- 
tors entirely, there still rmeains the 
palpable fact that 45 per cent of 
the Republican and 77 per cent of 
the independent newspaper editors 
have reported themselvs against a 
higher tariff. 


Vote Swapping, Log Rolling. 

“The opinions expressed by edi- 
tors of Eastern newspapers re- 
‘flected a strong conviction that the 
members of Congress had swapped 
votes and log roiled the bill 
through both houses with little re- 
gard for the larger interests of their 
constituents. From the Midéle at- 
lantic States the verdict-was much 
the same. The poll of the Eastern 
editors showed only 21 per cent in 
favor of the bill; 88 per cent  be- 
lieved that it would injure our for- 
eign trade; and 80 per cent were 
sceptical of its ability to benefit 
the farmers. 

“In the Middle West, which is 
Supposed to be the section most 
benefited by tariff revision, the 
editors voted two to one against 
the bill. In the States of the 
Northwest and the Rocky Moun- 
tain region and poll showed some- 
what less hostility than was noted 


in the eastern half of the country, | 


but there was much resentment 
over the alleged unfair treatment 
of that section and the favoritism 
shown the industrial East. The 
poll of the editors west of the Mis- 
sissippi showed only 32 per cent 
in favor of the bill: 72 per cent 
believed it would injure our for- 
eign trade, and 68 per cent were 
sceptical of its ability to aid the 
farmers. 

“The defense of the bill offered 
by 27. per cent of the editors who 
responded to the poll was in strong 
contrast to the vigorous denuncia- 
tion of its editorial opponents. 
Evidence of enthusiastic support 
was entirely lacking, in most cases 
the defense was apologetic. 

“In their enumeration of duties 
which they regarded as unfair and 
burdensome to American consum- 
ers or foreign producers the edi- 
tors by a large majority gave firs 
place to sugar.” ' 


Iabor Leader Criticises Ford for 
Opposing Tariff Bill.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—In an 
open letter to Congress supporting 
the pending tariff bill, Matthew 
Woll, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, criticises 
‘Henry Ford for opposition to the 
measure. 

Woll says “the sincerity of 
Ford’s Americanism was indicated 
a few years ago when he deliber- 
ately, in order to add additional 
riches to the Ford estates, de- 
stroyed the employment opportun- 
ities of from 6000 to 10,000 work- 
ers in Detroit by removing his trac- 
tor plant to’ Europe.” 

“Ford in a recent statement,”’ he 
continues, “is credited with 
statement that his cost of produc- 
tion at Cork was only 60 per cent 
of what the same tractors would 
cost with American labor at De- 
troit.”

Two years ago the Daily 
News absorbed the Westminster 
Gazette and also the Liberal Daily, 
and now remains, with ite evening 
edition, the Star, the only organ 
of Liberalism in the London news- 
paper: field. 

No details as to the price paid 
for the Chronicle are available. 
According to the Daily News’ an- 
nouncement, the two companies 
are to be merged into a third con- 
cern. 

The combined circulation of the 
Daily News and the Chronicle is 
officially stated as being 1,600,- 
000. The Chronicle was controlled 
by the Marquis of Reading, to 
whom it was turned oer by Sir 
Davis Yule and Sir Thomas Catto 
when they bought it for approxi- 
mately £3,000,000 ($15,000,000) 
in 1926 from former Premier Da- 
vid Lioyd George's mysterious 
Liberal party fund. ‘ 

The Daily Chronicle's absorp- 
tion leaves only five London 
mornnig dailies, the Times, Lord 
Rothermee’s Daily Mail, Lord 
Beaverbrook’s Daily Express, the 
new News and. the Daily Herald, 
the Labor organ. , 

There appears to be foundation 
for the Herald’s boast that its 
circulation increase of about 300,- 
000 to more than .1,000,006 in the 
last four months has driven the 
Chronicle out of existence.

dictator. 

Tardieu did not refer specifical- 
ly to the .Italilan Premler’s recent 
utterances. characterized in the 
French press as ‘‘bellicose,” but his 
listeners assumed that he was fre- 
torting to Il Duce and cheered him 
roundly when he continued: 

“As before the World War we 
wish peace through stability and 
organization, with the will to re- 
main in all situations master of 
our destiny if there should arise 
unexpected difficulties. 

“The Government is passionate- 
ly interested in the _ efforts to 
achieve peace, but it has neglected 
nothing which would enable France 
to participate actively by vigilant- 
ly safeguarding this country’s se- 
curity.’’

A GREAT POLITICAL SPECTACLE. 

| Im that intimate community which the world has 
become, the nations interest one another in the same 
way that indfviduals do in a restricted society. 

Meet our interesting selves! Prohibition is not 
merely our dominant political issue; it also presents 
to the rest of the world a great political spectacie. 
We are the reigning rich and powerful family in in- 
ternational society, and whether or not we are going 
to serve wine has become a matter as to which the 
rest of the world may be said fairly to be agog. 

Every nation has its noble experiments, its aspira- 
tions, its doubts. Had prohibition succeeded in the 
United States, the effect upon the rest of the world 
would have been profound. No country has solved 
the liquor problem, and every country looks about 
hopefully for the solution. This is because human- 
kind and liquor always have been inseparable. Even 
primitive man makes alcohol, knows its delights and 
its evils. Mr. Morrow recently expressed an opinion 
that the liquor problem cannot be wholly solved. 

But prohibition has failed in the United States. 
The most ambitious attempt ever made by any peo- 
ple to solve the liquor problem has also become the 
most colossal failure to solve it of which there is 
historical record. There was nothing half way about 
what the United States proposed to do. We proposed 
to throw liquor out. The rest of the world did not 
believe we could do this; but it was not prepared to 
say confidently what so wonderful a country as 
the United States could or could not do. There had 
never been another United States in history, another 
composite of all the peoples. How, therefore, could 
the world be sure that what had been impracticable 
among Englishmen, Frenchmen, Orientals, etc., etc., 
would not be practicable with the ethnologically syn- 
thetic American? 

We knew before the Literary Digest poll that the 
prohibition jig was up. We knew that the cost was 
greater than the American people would pay. They 
were not willing to sacrifice such fundamental Amer- 
ican institutions as the Bill of Rights and the place 
of the states in our scheme of government to make 
any moral ideal good. The American people realized 
that political values were what had made the great 
Republic. Such moral values as we have had were 
in nowise peculiar to the United States; only in our 
political values were we unique. After 10 years of 
prohibition the people of the United States found 
themselves compelled to choose between political val- 


moral ideal for which they were asked to give up 
their most precious institutions. 

The result is that in the Literary Digest poll 
the country showed itself turning about. The rest 
of the world is witnessing the great political spectacle 
of a free people turning bloodlessly from a way which 
they cannot consistently travel, notwithstanding they 
are eaught in what Winston Churchill called “the rat- 
trap rigidity of the Constitution.” The Manchester 
Guardian wonders if this turning about is so pro- 
found as it seems. It would not wonder if it knew 
better the purely psychological side of prohibition in 
the United States. The American is not insensible 
of his America. He knows what made him free, and 
he knows how precarious his freedom is. It was 
when prohibition proposed to save itself by thrusting 
all our rights aside that the reaction set in. The 
Guardian is too far away to know what the average 
American citizen feels about the guarantees of the 
Constitution, the dignity of the Federal judiciary, and 
the security of local government. If it imagines that 
he holds them lightly, the Literary Digest poll should 
serve to apprise it that he does not. 

We cannot expect that those far removed from us 
can correctly appraise such a situation. We can 
scarcely appraise it ourselves. The wisdom of the 
mass is seldom understood by the individual. It is 
hard for the individual to understand why, when we 
had the opportunity to control the seas, we proposed 
a conference for the limitation of armaments. Every 
other people who hed found themselves in that po- 
sition proposed a sea fight. Our wisdom as a people 
has weighed prohibition and found it wanting. That 
verdict is irrevocable, and it is only a matter of time 
until it will become effective. We cannot hasten that 
time, nor should we attempt to do so. They are never 
wise who are not also patient.

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CASHIER HERBERT AND THE POLI 

A week's investigation of the Grand Nationa] Bank 
robbery has failed to furnish a single important clew 
to the identity of those who looted the bank’s safety 
deposit vault of approximately $1,000,000 in securi- 
ties, cash and jewels. But it is clear that Cashier 
Herbert’s removal of the police guard simplified the 
robbers’ problem. 

As an incident of the removal of the bank to new 
quarters in the Continental Life Insurance Building, 
the huge burglar-proof door of the vault had been 
taken off, leaving the depository protected with tem- 
porary doors which, as Chief Gerk facetiously re 
marked, could have been opened with a can opener. 
From April 29, when the work of moving the vault 
began, until the Wednesday afternoon before the rob- 
bery, one or two policemen were stationed at the 
bank at.all hours of the day and night. 

At that time, Cashier Herbert, who resigned but 
has just been reinstated, telephoned the Laclede Sta- 
tion to withdraw the guard. Capt. Wetzel sent a 
Sergeant to the bank to verify the message, which 
was done. Herbert explained later that the bank, 
because “we did not want to impose on the Police 
Department,” hired Max Seufert, a private watchman. 
“J figured,” said Herbert, “that with Seufert and the 
neighborhood private watchman, Pat Hartnett, we 
had plenty of protection.” 

But the bank’s private watchman system failed to 
function. So far as the police can learn, Seufert left 
the bank at 4:55 a. m. on the day of the crime, leav- 
ing Hartnett there. Hartnett, so he told the police, 
left at 5:15 a.m. The bank’s porter arrived at 6:10 
a. m. and 40 minutes later when he entered a 
basement corridor, he was seized and bound by the 
robbers. William A. Brittin, the vault custodian, en- 
tered the bank at 9:30 a. m. and was likewise seized 
and bound. 

Apparently the robbers, except for these two brief 
interruptions, were entirely free for several hours tg 
ransack the safety deposit boxes. They had ample 
time carefully to sort securities, choosing negotiable 
ones, and to linger fastidiously over the jewelry, se- 
lecting those pieces having most appeal to a bank 
robber’s taste. And they were able to do all this be- 
cause the bank was unwilling “to impose on the Po- 
lice Department.” 

Such solicitude for the Police Department is most 
unusual, as it is for situations of this sort that St. 
Louis maintains a Police Department. Cashier Her- 
bert’s action is similar to that of a military com- 
mander, who, in the face of impending attack, re- 
moves the garrison of a fort and places it in charge 
of a nonetoo-vigilant sentry.

31,000 DEATHS IN A YEAR. 

-Motor vehicle accidents last year caused the death | 
of 31,000 persons, a total approximating the killed | 
and wounded on both sides at the battle of Gettys- 
burg. This was an increase of about 3000 deaths 
ever 1928, and followed the steadily mounting curve 
of fatalities shown by stdtistics from 1917 to date. 
Impressiveness is added to the figures by the National 
Safety Council’s statement that the death toll has 
been reduced in every sort of accident except in this 
one class. 

To consider these alarming increases, the national 
conference on street and highway safety last week 
was in session at Washington. As Mr. Hoover epi- 
tomized the situation, the conferees faced “a humani- 
tarian and economie problem that touches every per- 
son in the land.” As auto registration and population 
increase, some gain in accidents may be expected, but 
the growth has been disproportionate. 

Various cities and states have been able to reduce 
their figures by intensive action. St. Louis, for ex- 
ample, last year had the nation’s best child safety 
record, achieved by student patrols, teaching of safe- 
ty in the schools and establishment of play centers 
to keep children out of the streets. Figures announced 
at the recent conference show that 15 per cent of

There is reason to believe that the ghastly 
situation outlined above does exist in the 
United States today, and it is the opinion 
of reliable physicians that no small portion 
of our appallingly high maternal mortality 
rate and the alarming increase in deaths 
from heart disease and pneumonia in the 
last decade can be directly attributed to the 
fact that adulterated drugs, dangerous to 
life as well as health, are being put on the 
market by unconsctonable manufacturers. 

Ergot, digitalis, ether and spina] menin- 
gitis serumg are the drugs most commonly 
adulterated. To realize the deadly serious- 
ness of the situation it is only necessary to 
know that ergot is one of the most vita! 
medicines used in childbirth; that digitalis 
is one of the standard remedies for heart 
disease; and that ether is the most widely 
used anesthetic in capital operations. Im- 
pure and adulterated compounds are sub- 
stituted for high-grade, standard drugs, and, 
as a consequence, often contain dangerous 
if not deadly toxins, 
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These poisonous preparations are dis- 
pensed from countless drug stores (the pro- 
prietors of the drug stores are themselves 
innocent purchasers) and used in private 
homes, hospitals and operating rooms by 
thousands of reputable physicians who are 
too busy to analyze every drug they require 
and naturally accept the United States Gov- 
ernment seal as an absolute guaranty of 
purity—which indeed it should be. 

The public dees not know that there has 
been a constant and insidious drive by s¢lIf- 
ish manufacurers to emasculate the Pure 
Food and Drug Act. Knowing they could 
not get Congress to repeal! its drastic pro- 
visions, these profiteers in poison have 
sought to work through the Government 
bureaus to relax its enforcement. The Bu- 
reau of Chemistry has been virtually abol- 
ished and its powers to pass on the purity 
of foods and drugs have been transferred 
to the Food Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 3 

The new administrators have written 
many new “regulations” into the law which, 


Since the Bureau of Chemistry was denied 
the right to determine when the was 


violated it has been alleged by physicians, 
pharmacists and scientists of the highest 
standing, that the Pharmacopoeia (U. 8. P.) 
standards have not been adhered to and that 
adulteration of drugs has been permitted 
to such an extent that the public health is 
endangered, and in some instances it is 
charged that impurities in medicines are 
directly responsible for increased death rates 
in certain diseases, 
° ° . 

As a result of recent exposures, some of 
the leading hospitals now test all ether be- 
fore it is used. Many smaller hospitals, 
however, do not have testing facilities, and 
in making emergency operations either in 
hospitals or homes it is obvious time will 
not allow the testing of anesthetics. The 
only real protection for both physician and 
patient is rigid enforcement of the standards 
imposed by the U. S. P., and it would seem 
that the Government officials should spare 
no pains in keeping impure or adulterated 
ether off the market.. 

The law provides that jail sentences must 
be inflicted for second and third offenses. 
Several of the manufacturers whose prod- 
ucts were seized had been guilty of putting 
out adulterated ether on previous occasions, 

The Pure Food and Drug Act nowhere 
makes any mention of “reconditioning” or 
“repacking.”” It plainly provides that the 
adulterated products shall be confiscated 
and destroyed and the manufacturers prose- 
cuted, yet I am reliably informed that 
seized drugs have actually been turned 
back to manufacturers on their promise to 
“recondition” and report the drug before it 
was relabeled and put back on the market. 

Our jails are filled with bootleggers while 
these purveyors of impure drugs go scot- 
free and even are allowed to resell their 
impure products. If there are any laws on 
the statute books which should be rigidly 
enforced, they are the laws providing for 
pure food and pure drugs—especially the 
latter—and in my opinion there should be 
the most searching inquiry as to why the 
Department of Agriculture displays such 
tenderness toward the Manufacturers and 
sellers of adulterated and unbranded drugs. 
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The average physician cannot test the 
purity and strength of every drug he pre- 
scribes. If he depends upon the Gov- 
ernment guaranty for protection and inad- 
vertently gives some patient an overdose of 
an adulterated drug, the moral responsibility 
reats squarely upon the shoulders of the 
Federal enforcement officers. 

Dean Henry H. Rusby of the Celumbia 
University College of Pharmacy, who has 
won international fame as a scientist, is 
appealing to Congress to correct the situa. 
tion regarding adulterated drugs. The greed

Quick Hot Breads Always En- 
joyed at the Early Mern- 
ing Meals. .

Everybody likes hot muffins and 
this kind tastes particularly good 
for breakfast or for luncheon. 

Dates are a very wholesome and 
nutritious food because of the 
minerals and the sugar they con- 
tain. 

Hot bread of any kind should 
never be given to very small chil- 
dren, but when not too hot and 
when eaten slowly they may be in- 
cluded safely in the diet of boys 
and girls of school age. 

Note that they must not be too 
hot—steaming hot muffins, for in- 
stance, may be difficult to digest 
because the steam in them makes 
them rather pasty in consistency. 
Let them cool for five minutes at 
least before eating them. 

For date muffins take two cups 
of flour, four teaspoons of baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon. salt, 
two teaspoons sugar, one egg, one 
cup milk, one-fourth pound dates 
cut fine and two tablespoons melt- 
You will also need a 
large and a small mixing bowl, 
flour sifter, muffin pans, two 
measuring cups, a mixing spoon 
and a teaspoon and an egg beater. 

Pit the Dates. 

Pit the dates by cutting them 
lengthwise in half, then cut the 
meat in small pieces with a knife 


or a pair of scissors. Dates are 
sticky and may be cut more easily 


dates are all cut, 
tablespoons of flour over them 
and mix them lightly with the 
fingers so that the pieces become 
separated and coated with the 
flour. 

Sift together in the large mixing 
bowl the flour, salt, baking powder 
and sugar. Break the egg in the 
small bowl and beat until light. 
Then add the milk to it. 

Put two tablespoons of butter or 
any cooking fat in one of the muf- 
fin pans and put it in the oven. 

Stir the egg and milk inte the 
flour mixture and when all mixed 
beat it for a minute to make it 


'a stiff dough. 


smooth. Next stir in the dates and 
then add two tablespoons of the 
melted butter. 

Take a soft piece of paper and 
grease the muffin pans with the 
rest of the melted butter. Fill each 
pan a little more than half full 
with the muffin mixture and bake 
in a hot oven for 25 minutes. 

If there is an oven regulator on 
the stove, set it for 400 degrees 
when you begin to mix the muffins, 
If there is no regulator, light the 
oven, turning the burners on full 
for five minutes, then turning them 
half way while the muffins are 
cooking. 

When the muffins are done, re- 
move from the oven, and let the 
pan stand for a minute or two, 
then turn it over and tap each 
muffin lightly on the bottom. 

They should loosen readily and 
drop from the pan, but sometimes 
it may be necessary to run a knife 
around the sides of each one be- 
fore they will turn out. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CARE 
OF COFFEE EQUIPMENT 


Cleanliness of Percolator or Pot 
Necessary Requisite for 
Good Coffee. 

Scrupulously clean equipment is 
necessary for making good coffee. 

Wash the pot in clean, hot, 
soapy water, using a slender brush 
for the spout and any crevices or 
grooves that cannot otherwise be 
reached. Then rinse with boling 
water, drain, and dry thoroughly 
before putting the pot away. 

Keep the coffee pot bright and 
free from any stain or discolora- 
tion. The sediment which collects 
on the inside of the pot should be 
removed by scouring. Even in 
smail amounts, this sediment ar- 
fects the delicate flavor of coffee. 
Use a scouring materia! suitable for 
the material of which the pot is 
made—washing with soap and wat- 
er is not suffcient. 

If a cloth filter or bag is used, 
it should be kept clean by wash- 
ing it thoroughly each time it is 
used and by keeping it submerged 
in a bowl of clean, cool water. Hot

IN WEEK'S MENUS 


Little Difficulty Required to 
Persuade the Family to 
Eat These Foods. 


For the lamb curry cut the meat 
from the bones, putting the bones 
in the sauce pan with water to 
just cover, a sliced onion, half a 
shredded green pepper and a tea- 
spoon of salt. Boil slowly for an 
hour and then strain. Cut the meat 
in inch size pieces. 

Melt three tablespoons of butter, 
add one tablespoon of minced onion 
and cook until the onion is yellow 
but not brown, then stir in three 
tablespoons of flour, one tablespoon 
of curry powder, one teaspoon of 
vinegar and the stock from the 
lamb bones. When boiling add the 
meat and simmer for 30 minutes. 
Add one-half cup of grated fresh 
cocoanut or of the canned grated 
cocoanut if more convenient. 

Serve with plenty of rice and add 
chutney as an accompaniment. If 
you wish to “dress up’”’ your curry, 
serve with it a number of condi- 
ments, including chutney, browned 
shredded cocoanut, diced crisp ba- 
con, chopped roasted peanuts. 
These are usually Sjpassed in small 
dishes when the curry is served.- 

Stuffed Tomato Salad. 

Scald four firm medium-sized 
ripe tomatoes and remove the skins. 
Chil] and carefully scoop out most 
of the pulp, leaving a rim about 
one-fourth inch thick. Sprinkle the 
tomatoes with salt and pepper and 
French dressing. 

Shred a small head of new cab- 
bage very fine and mix with two. 
tablespoons of chopped chives, one- | 
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
vinegar and one-fourth cup thick | 
cream. Mix thoroughly and fill the 
tomatoes with the mixture. Gar- 
nish with a spoonful of mayonnaise | 
and serve on watercress or shred- 
ded lettuce. 

Peach Tapioca. 

Scald two cups of milk and stir 
one-third cup of sugar and one- 
fourth of granulated tapioca. Stir 
constantly over hot water or a 
very slow fire until thickened and 
the tapioca is clear. This will take 
from 5 to 10 minutes. Beat one 
egg until very light and add the 
hot tapioca mixture gradually to 
it stirring constantly. Season with 
one-half teaspoon of almond  ex- 
tract and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Next stir in three cups of canned 
sliced peaches. 

Pour into individual serving dish- 
es and set aside to cool. Serve 
very cold with a spoonful of 
whipped cream as a garnish. 

Baeon and Cheese Moast. 

Melt three tablespoons of butter, 
stir in three tablespoons of flour 
and when well blended, add 2 cups 
of milk. Cook, stirrfng constant- 
ly, until thickened and smooth. Add 
one and one-half cups soft cheese 
cut in pieces, one teaspoon § salt, 
one teaspoon prepared mustard 
and a few drops of Worcestershire 
sauce. Stir until the cheese is 
melted and serve very hot over 
slices~of toast. Garnish each serv- 
ing with two or three slices of 
crisp bacon. 

This is an excellent luncheon or 
supper dish for any time of year. 
Be sure to serve it on hot toast. 

Pineapple Cheese Dressing. 

This is a very good dressing to 
use with hearts of lettuce or French 
endive. Mash a cream cheese and 
gradually work into it one tea- 
spoon of lemon juice, one table- 
spoon of cream and half a eup of 
shredded canned pineapple. The 
mixture should be as thick as thick 
cream. More pineapple may be 
used if necessary for this consis- 
tency. Pour over hearts of lettuce 
and garnish with chopped blanched 
pistachio nuts or with a maraschi- 
no cherry, a fresh strawberry, etc.

There is a large class of leafy 
vegetables belonging to this spring | 
All of them serve to cor- 
rect deficiencies in certain groups 


of foods by supplying vitamins and 


minerals and the bulk needed to 
provide growth material and make 
a well-balanced diet. 5 

The vegetables fn this special 
class are spinach, lettuce, chard, 
turnip and beet tops, dandelion 
greens, field salad, watercress and 
cabbage. These are the most com- 
monly used, though in different 
sections of the country there are a 
number of uncultivated field 
greens that are also widely popu- 
lar. 

Then besides these leafy vege- 


tables, there are the crisp radishes, | 


the flavorsome spring onion, baby 
beets and the tiny new golden car- 
rots, the toothsome asparagus and 
the pink, acid stems of rhubarb. 

The root vegetables, that is, the 
radishes, beets and carrots, are 
useful in correcting constipation 
as they supply bulk in consider- 
able amount. This bulk, or indi- 
gestible fiber, has the power of 
absorbing and holding considerable 
water and thus helps soften food 
residue. 

Carrots are useful as a source of 
lime—that bone building mineral 
—and beets have added fuel value 
because of the slight amount of 
sugar they contain. 

Many of the spring vegetables 
ean be eaten raw and whenever 
possible should be done at least 
once a day. Vitamin C, which its 
a protective against scurvy and

How te Cook Vegetables. 


When vegetables must.be cooked,. 
be careful not to over-cook them. 


Wash them thoroughly. In many 
cases it is not necessary to peel 
them as the skins are 
enough to eat and are not unsight- 
ly. Add just enough water to 
cover, cover the sauce pan closely, 
except in the case of cabbage. and 
boil from 15 to 30 minutes, ac- 
cording to the vegetable used. 

By that.time most of the water 
should be absorbed or evaporated 
and the vegetables should not be 
drained. Simply season with butter 
—plenty of it—a little salt and 
pepper and serve hot. The leafy 


green vegetables will have to be 


drained and then finally chopped 
for if they are too moist, they are 
far from appetizing in appearance 
and, therefore, lose some in flavor. 
Boiled Spring Onions. 

Wash four large bunches of 
scallions or spring onions, remove 
the root end about two inches of 
the coarse tops. Tie in six bunches

ANDREW L. RIKER, AUTOMOBILE 
DESIGNER AND BUILDER, DIES 


Made First Motor Vehicle in 1884; 
Race Car Constructed by 
Him Set Record. 

By the Associated Press. 
FAIRFIELD, Conn., June 2.— 
Andrew Lawrence Riker, 61 years 


old, pioneer automobile designer 
and buiider, died here today, fol- 
lowing a heart attack. In 1884 he 
designed and built his first autoe- 
mobile, an electric tricycle. In 18388 
the Riker Electric Co., of which 
he was president, developed and 
introduced the first commercial, 
toothed, electric armature. 

As an officer of the Locomobile 
Co. he introduced the sliding gear 
transmission, steel frame, and the 
four-cylinder vertical motor with 
high-tension ignition. In 1904 he 
designed a special $0 -horsepower 
racing car for Dr. Harold E. Thom- 
as of Chicago, which competed in 
the Vanderbilt cup race. 

Four years later another Loco- 
mobile designed by him broke all 
records in the Vanderbilt race by 
averaging 64% miles an hour. In 
1900 he won a medal ‘from the 
French Government-for his part ih 
the growth of motor-car science.

MOTHER laments the fact that 
Ane son, a junior high school 
student, spends a coupls hours 
every afternoon in outdoor sports. 
She says, “Just now it is baseball, 
and I think he is too old to waste 
sO much time in play. I tell him it 
would be better to study and pre- 
pare for the examinations that will 
soon be here, but he will not take 
my advice. What would you advise 
me to do?” 
I advise you to allow your boy 
to play. He needsit. Every school 
child should spend at least two 
hours a day in the fresh air. This 
is essential to good health, Out- 
door play is giving your boy the 
best form of exercise, and this is s0 
necessary to the growing child. 
Of course he could obtain these 
two requisites of good health in 
performing outdoor home duties, 
but every child needs play.

Her pleas having no affect on 
the council members, Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin broadcast through all the 
newspapers that pet owners, too 
poor to buy license tags for their 
dogs, could leave them at the Or- 
phans of the Storm until the 
“shooting season’’ was over. 

This order eased the conscience 
of Special License Collector Felix 
Druba who, though he himself 
loved dogs, had to issue the death 
proclamation on order of the Wau- 
kegan police. 

Mrs. McLaughlin is planning a 
modern structure unlike anything 
ever seen in this part of the coun- 
try and large enough to care for 
all the stray dogs in Chicago and 
its vicinity. Of these stray mon- 
grels, there are an amazing number.
